FOOD BILL PASSES. 


Washington, 0. C., Aug. 8.—The 


food bill patted through the final 
legitlatlve ttage today, when It 
wat finally adopted by the senate. 
It now goes to President Wilson. 
Senator Gronna was among the 
seven voting against the bill. 


Washington, Aug g.—After another 


day's debate on the administration 
food control bill, the senate late to- 
day reached a formal agreement by 
unanimous consent to vote finally to- 
day at 4 o'clock on the conference 
report, which was approved by the 
bouse last week. 


Both advocates and opponents of 


the legislation said today there was 
no doubt of the senate's approval of 
the conference report. 


The measure will be sent to Presi- 


dent Wilson for his signature Friday 


But few speeches are expected In 


the senate tomorrow before the vote 
Immediately after Its disposition it Is 
planned to adopt the conference re- 
port on the first administration food 
bill, providing a food survey and ap- 
propriations to stimulate production. 
Little opposition Is expected. 


Urge* Co-operation. 


The principal speech of yesterday 


was made by Senator VYadsworth, who 
said the good things In the bill out- 
numbered the bad ones, but protest' 
ed against elimination of the provi- 
sion for a congressional committee to 
supervise war expenditures and pre- 
dicted that the $2 maximum wheat 
price provision might not operate as 
Its proponents 'believed 
He urged 


co-operation between the legislative 
and administrative branches of the 
government and a greater degree of 
publicity of the conduct of the war 
The New York senator denounced the 
delay In the enactment of the first 
food bill as a breaking of faith by 
the government with the people 


Deploring what he termed the "pres- 


ent atmosphere of 
criticism" that 


prevailed in congress, and throughout 
the country, Senator Wadsworth de- 
clared that it was due to the fact 
that "congress Is In the dark regard- 
ing how the 114,000,000,000 or $17,000,- 
000,000 are to be spent," In connec- 
tion with the war.

Including coal, coke, steel, iron, 
petroleum, tin, aluminum, wire, zinc, 
copper, lead, cement, lumber and their 
derivatives. 
Preliminary report* will 


be forthcoming within a few weeks. 


Definite Policy on Price*. 


Announcement of a definite policy 


respecting war purchases and prices 
probably will be made soon. 
War 


profits will be kept to a minimum 
and if producers and manufacturers 
evince any great unwillingness to sup- 
ply the country's war needs at reason- 
able prices, the government's power 
to commandeer materials will be in- 
voked. 


The biggest problem of the subject 


ot war prices Is protection tor the 
general public. Although the proposal 
is meeting determined .opposition, the 
administration Intends that the Al- 
lies shall share with this government 
in reduced costs for supplies 
This Is 


easy of accomplishment, since the Am- 
erican 
government, it 
negotiations 


with producers fall to produce tbe 
desired results, can go Into the mar- 
ket and Itself buy for Its associates. 


Consumers May Suffer. 


It la realized, however, that heavy 


government purchases will tend to 
raise prices to private consumers and 
this presents an obstacle that Is caus 
ing considerable concern 
The admin- 


istration desires to keep prices gen- 
erally down without resort to legisla- 
tion. 


Tbe war board will meet again to- 


morrow 
and 
probably will 
make 


known a buying policy so far as ques- 
tions ot priority and procedure are 
concerned 
The present plan Is to 


consolidate American and allied gov- 
ernment war purchases through the 
central purchasing committee, which 
is a part of the war board. 


Probe Proceed* Slowly. 


Trade commission officials 
admit 


their Investigation of production costs 
Is proceeding slowly. This Is due, it 
Is said, to the fact that a great bur- 
den ot work has been thrown on tho 
commission, for which It Is poorly pre- 
pared 
Before the war was declared, 


the commission's efforts were direct- 
ed largely toward protecting the pub- 
lic against unfair trade practices and 
when the commission was directed to 
Inquire Into the cost of producing 
some of the chief commodities need- 
ed for war. it found Itself swamped 
with work 


Although charged only with Investi- 


gation of costs, It Is entirely likely 
the commission will make suRgeatlons 
as to what It considers fair prices 
for materials and that the war board 
will follow closely Its recommenda- 
tions.
